The meager details of a most horrible 


murder and suicide reached the city at 
an early hour this morning. Tho first 
reports were considerably confounding' 
some locating tho scene of tho terrible 
crime in Footville, others in the town of 
Magnolia, and Onally in Brodhead, Green 
county. Our reporter succeeded in run- 
ning tho rumors down, and obtained tbo 
following facta: 


Henry Ton Eyck, residing in Brodhtjad, 


Green county, has for 
years 
been 


addicted to drinking to great excess; 
while under tho influence ot liquor ho 
had frequently abused his family, often 
threatening tho lite of his wife. Not 
long ago, when on one ot his drunken 
sproes, his sous, ot which ho has two, 
(ouo' represented to bo man grown, and 
tho other [about CCteen years of age) 
caused his arrest and {imprisonment, but 
on a promise to reform ana behave him- 
self, tho sous consented to liberate him 
which they did. It appears that every- 
thing 
wout 
smoothly 
until Sat- 


urday last, when tho old man became 
intoxicated and commoncsd abusing his 
wife and family. His wite retired to bed, 
and it was then that tho awful crime of 
ninrdorwas committed. Henry TenEyck, 
while thus under the iufluoiico of liquor, 
went to his wife's bed-room and stabbed 
hf-r throe times in the breast, inflicting 
fatal wouuds. His younger son, hearing 
tho cries of his mother, went ta the res- 
cue, and seeing his father with tho 
bloody knife, knocked him down, and 
then called for help. 
TonEyck left the 


house, it is said, taking a rope 
with 


him. 
Tho 
oCicers 
nrnvod 
and 


commenced a search for the murderer. 
Tho search was continued all Saturday 
night and late yesterday afternoon, when 
some children at play in an adjoining 
lot discovered tho dead body of Henry 
TenEyck hanging by the nock iu an apple 
tree. 


At tho last reports Mrs. TonEyck was 


still alive alive, but in a very critical con- 
dition. 


Henry ToiiJEyck's father was found m a 


pasture dome two or three years ago, al- 
most devoured by hogs, and it was said 
that he bad been killed by a mad bull. 
A brother we understand is now in a lu- 
natic asylum. Ho has a sister living in 
this city, and wo believe two daughters'

obtain 


a special dispatch from Brodhotid ffivinp 
further details ot tho horrible crime, but 
up to the hour of going to press, no word 
had been received.

holding an inquest over and inquiring 
into tho cause and manner of tho death 
ot Thomas Mulcairus. Tie jury ruptur- 
ed to the late residence of tho deceased 
in the fifth ward for tho purposo or view- 
ing tho remains, then and there dead. 
Tho jury then met in the office of Justice 
Wickham and adjourned until Ion o'clock 
ou Sunday morning, tor tho purposo (/ 
oxaming witnesses. 


At ten o'clock Sunday morning tho 


jury re-convened aud tbo testimony o' 
Messrs. John O'Brien, M. Mulcairns, Dr. 
C. L- Clark, Wm. Hurst, aud A. Zamkio 
was taken, which did not materially dif- 
fer from the facts published iu tlio 
Gazette of Saturday evening. 
The 


jury wisely concluded that it was not 
within their province to inquire into the 
causes which resulted in tho latnl acci- 
dent, or to fix tho responsibility upon a 
person or persons. 
At twelve o'clock 


yesterday no»o tho jary camo to tho con- 
clusion "that tbo deceased camo to bis 
death by injuries received by tbo falling 
of the north wall of tho fifth ward cislen^ 
wherein ho 'was laboring." 
After fixing 


their autographs to tho above finding the 
ury was dismissed. 


It appears that Mr. George KnstLK.iri 


who runs the feed mill on tho opposite 
side of Center avenue, was the (irst 
man to arrive and help 
rescue the 


injured man. Wbon Mr. Kastner arriv- 
ed Mulcsirnsi with tho exception ot his 


, was buried under tho stone and 


cement, and his three companions were 
unable to rescue him. Mr. Kaalncr'M 
ron hook, which be uses in place of his 
missing right hand camo in good.play, us 
bo crowded tho hook down between two 
icavy stones, which mtod upon tbe uu- 
'ortunato man's shoulders, and thus he 
was enabled to raiso them. 
Tho two 


stones were estimated to weigh about 
three hundred pounds, and must have 
struck tho victim with much force, as 
they fell from tbe top of a uiao Juot wall, 
and were thrown a distance of lifteeu 
feot, to the opposite side of tho cistern. 


Muyor.lticharJson assumed the author, 


ity of ordering an inquest on the dead 
body of Mulcairns on Saturday, intend- 
ing that tho jury should investigate ns to 
the cause of tbe accident, winch they 
wisely concluded not to do. 


The funeral of tfao iinforhinato man, 


Thomas Mulcairns, the victim of the ac- 
cident, was held at St. Patrick's church 
at nine o'clock this moiuiug, Kuv. Fath- 
er Me Ginmty conducting the solemn 
service. There was a very largo atten- 
dance of sympathizing friends. The re- 
mains wore taken to tbo Catholic ceme- 
tery for burial. The deceased loaves u 
wife and ten children to mourn his un- 
timely death. . The pall bearers woro ns 
follows: .Thomas Welch, Patrick Mc- 
Cuen, Timothy McCue, Kichard Barry, 
Martin Conroy, Henry Spobu. 


The flre department committee of tho 


common council, who have charge ot Iho

dent. They mado a close inspection of 
the ruins, without removirjg any of the 
debris, and of the wall standing on tho 
south side and east end of tho cistern 
The standing wallb appeared to be in 
good order and strong, Tbe north bank 
of gravel did not show that any pressure, 
to speak of, existed there that cou!d have 
possibly thrown tho wall over. The com- 
mittee kept thtir own council, but from 
tbo conversation gleaned from them and 
from many prominent citizens who had 
gathered at the scene, there appeared to 
bo 
no 
blame 
to 
attach 
to 


any one. Some contribute tbe accideu* 
to the undermining of the wall while 
making tho excavation, which is said to 
bo the only way such a wall, under tho 
same circumstances, could be thrown 
over. This theory is strongly denied by 
Mr. Thos. Tennant, who had the con- 
tract for making the excavations, who in- 
formed ns that ho was no where near tho 
foundation, and that bo was yuouliug 
against the possibility of such an acci- 
dent. Those who advance this theory 
claim that tho centra of the basin was the 
lowest, and that the team, in driving 
around close to tho wall, assisted :n 
working thn grave! away from the wall1 


and that when once started, it was ouJy 
a question of time. They do not blame 
any one. One man wo heard condemn 
the masonery, as not properly laid, but 
afterwards wo found that he failed to 
make a contract to I'tiruish material at a 
considerable advance ot other person n, 
to which we attribnle his fault.
